8 o’Clock—Tenants Are

BERLIN, June 10—What many a 
visitor in Berlin thinks is drunken 
yodeling in the streets only the 
nightly yoo-hoo-hooing of apartment 
dwellers locked out after cight pm 
Promptly at 8 wk every evening, 
and sometimes at 7:59, the porters 
who watch over the entrances of the 


city’s thous: apartment houses 
lock up and go to bed or fare forth 
in search of relaxation. After that no 
one can enter without keys. | 

For tenants of regular habits this 
is simple enough. It means merely | 
carring a large cluster of keys. The 
big key, which is only a trifle smaller 
than the simbolic freedom-of-the-city 
keys vse by civic welcoming commit- 
tees in the United States, unlocks the 
big front door of the building. Two 
turns in the lower key-hole and one

turn in the upper is the customary 
combination. The next key is to the 
eleyator door.

THE PROVINCIAL SITUATION 


Nomination day marks -the com- 
mencement of the official process of 
creating a new provincial legislature. 
The placing of candidates in the field in 
accord with the prescribed procedure 
is the first formal action taken by the 
electors toward selecting their repre- 
sentatives in the new assembly. From 
say two hundred thousand adult resi- 
dents of the province who have the nec- 
essary ‘citizenship qualifications, the 
choice has been narrowed down to a list 
of a hundred and fifty. From these, and 
from these only, must be chosen the 
sixty-three members of the new house. 

Unofficially of course the campaign 
has been under way for weeks; most of 
the candidates have long ago admitted 
their intention to stand for election and 
have been busy putting before the vot- 
ers the reasons why they should be 
elected and why their opponents should 
be rejected. With the candidatures 
now formally sanctioned, the electors 
have ten days in which to make up their 
minds which of the rivals in their re- 
spective constituencies they prefer; and 
therefore, which party is to hold a ma- 
jority in the new legislature and direct 
the public policy during the next four 
or five years. 

Thus far it cannot be said that out 
of the controversy there has emerged 
any outstanding issue or any party plat- 
form that overshadows the others. 
Neither the Government nor any oppo- 
sition group has evolved a constructive 
policy so distinctive in character as to 
give it a conspicuous advantage in the 
general clamor for favor. It has been, 
and promises to be, pretty much a free- 
for-all race, with personal qualifications 
of candidates, local considerations, and 
class interests largely determining the 
outcome. 

Naturally, and properly, the record 
and character of the Brownlee Govern- 
ment has been a standing theme of dis- 
cussion. The main line of criticism has 
not been so much that the record of the 
Government has been bad as that the 
Government is in character a class gov- 
ernment. That criticism has the merit 
of being true to faet. The Ministry is 
not broadly representative. It is based 
upon the support of people belonging 
mainly to one class in the community; 
the farming class. It is relying for re- 
election upon the continued support of 
that class. And it has had, and still 
retains, the advantage of a voting sys- 
tem which gives to its supporters an 
electing power that is out of all propor- 
tion to their numbers. 

Class governments are at best—or 
worst—temporary. Time fights against 
them. Every development which makes 
for diversified occupations tends to 
break down the dominance of one occu- 
pational group. The Brownlee Govern- 
ment has in some respects treated the 
cities of the province unfairly. But it 
cannot be claimed that it has grossly 
abused the class power that it possess- 
ed. None the less, what happened in 
Ontario and in Manitoba must happen in 
Alberta; the more surely because this 
province is endowed with resources of 
a kind and variety which make for in- 
dustrial development, diversified occu- 
pations, and the creation of large urb- 
an communities. Here, as elsewere, 
there will be a “broadening out”. 

The elector who appreciates the dan- 
— and the unfairness of a system un- 

r which administrative representation 
is denied to all but one class of citizens 
may well give some thought as to how 
this inevitable “broadening out” is to 
take place. For that the precedent may 
be found in Ontario and in Manitoba. 
In this province, as in those, the Unit- 
ed Farmers and the Liberals have more 
in common than have the United Farm- 
ers and the Conservatives, or the Lib- 
erals and the Conservatives. The logic 
of the situation is that when the “broad- 
ening” happens, and class government 
has to be replaced by a more widely rep- 
mauentative one, that change should take 
place e fusion of the United Farm- 
ers and the Liberals—a fusion of par- 
ties on a clearly defined platform, not 
merely a combination of representatives 
in a “union” government. 

That is the political outcome toward 
which the forces of economic develop- 
ment are tending, and will tend in pro- 
portion as mining, manufacturing, and 
other branches of wealth-production 
create a more largely diversified range 


of occupations and occupational inter- '

tendency it will not be strange if Liberal 
voters give their secondary preferences 
to supporters of the Government, and 
U. . A. voters give their second 
choices to Liberal candidates. The pro- 
gressive elements may at least co-oper- 
ate to that extent without violating 
their principles or doing damage to the 
immediate prospects of the candidates, 
they prefer, and with regard to the ulti- 
mate fusion for which these two parties 
are headed. 


THE JAPANESE MINISTER 


Alberta is to be visited this week 
by Hon. I. M. Tokugawa, first Japanese 
Minister to Canada, who comes to ad- 
dress a joint meeting of the Canadian 
and Rotary clubs. Mr. Tokugawa came 
to Canada a year ago, after wide ex- 
perience in the diplomatic service of his 
country. Last July an Edmonton audi- 
ence was addressed by Hon. H. M. Mar- 
ler, then en route to Japan to represent 
Canada in the corresponding position 
there. The visit of the Japanese minis- 
ter is of particular interest because this 
is the part of the Dominion that is chief- 
ly concerned in the building up of trade 
with the Orient, in which trade Japan 
occupies a dominating ition. 

ost of the flour that is used in 
China is ground in Japanese mills. Out- 
side Manchuria, Alberta is better situ- 
ated than any other great exporting 
area to supply those mills with wheat. 
That helps to give Albertans a practi- 
cal interest in Japan’s trade relation- 
ships and policy, and hence in anything 
that the guest of the week may have to 
say on those subjects. Alberta and Bri- 
tish Columbia are, in fact, largely re- 
sponsible for Mr. Tokugawa’s presence 
in Canada, since it was largely in hope 
of stimulating trade in which these pro- 
vinces have a direct stake that Mr. Mar- 
ler was sent to Japan and the inter- 
change of ministers invited.

This is a matter in which 
mind doctors differ, and differ 
fundamentally; and when doctors 
disagree, who shall decide? Ap- 
arently the patient, who is least 
itted to do so. It certainly seems 
a great sacrifice of time and money 
to abandon everything in behalf of 
a method problematical at best, yet 
which nevertheless, if pursued not 
as a cut but with a wise apprecia- 
tion of a technique available along 
with other techniques, may confer 
insight into sources of mental un- 
rest. 

The basic idea is that often we 
don't know why we are troubled, 
and that if we find out why, the 
trouble will disappeer. The two an- 
swets that many sufferers give are 
first that they know very well why, 
and the second that {t doesn't dis- 
appear by such revelation. A prob- 
lem that you solve intellectually is 
not by that token solved emotion- 
ally. 

The day of the exclusive psycho 
analyst is on the decline. There 
never were many. Psychoanalysis 
will make its contribution as one 
of many approaches to the under- 
standing of mental disturbances. 50 
my advice in this instance is defi- 
nite and emphatic, and particularly 
so because depression is the central 
symptom. By all means go to some 
understanding and sympathetic psy- 
chiatrist not committed to psycho- 
analysis but willirg to use that ap- 
proach along with others, both for 
diagnosis and for suggestions for 
treatment. Depression will not lift— 
not often—by a revelation of a 
complex any more than by pro- 
nouncement of a magic formula.

Lincoln accepted the proposal. He 
was seriously pleased with the pro- 
ject. He had met the said sister, 
Mary Owens, three years before, and 
thought her intelligent and agree- 
able, 

His reactions were somewhat dif- 
ferent, however, when Mary not long 
after made her appearance in 
Springfield. In the three years since 
he had seen her she had become fat, 

It had seemed to Lincoln that she 
had been entirely too willing to come 
to Springfield. Her avoirdupois ex- 
plained all. Lincoln told himself, 
“No other man on earth would have 
her.” 

He informed Mary's sister: “I will 
take Mary for better or for worse, 
for I make it a point of honor and 
conscience in all things to stick to 
my word.” Nevertheless his heart 
was heavy. He believed he would 
be held to his word 

He spent the ensuing months try- 
ing to convince himself that “The 
mind is more to be valued than the 
person.” Meantime he sought to 
“procrastinate the evil day’ when 
he would have to lead Mary to the 
altar 

He wrote her about his poverty 
and the hardships thelr marriage 
might entail upon her, hardships 
“which may be more serious than 
you now imagine.” He suggested his 
willingness to release her, “if such 
should be her wish.” 

It seems not to have occurred to 
him that Miss Owen might not wish 
to join her life with his, But he 
was due for an awakening One 
day she wrote him that she did not 
intend to marry him 

She had found him. she said, 
‘deficient in those little links which 
make up the chain of a woman's 


happiness.” 
Lincoln was surprised to find 
himeelf embarrassed. He wrote re- 


garding this denouement to a friend. 


“I was mortified, it seemed to me, 
| in a hundred different ways. My 
| vanity was deeply wounded by the 
reflection that I had so long been 
too stupid to discover her intentions; 
and also that she, whom I had 
taught myself to believe nobody else 
| would have, had actually rejected 
| me with all my fancied greatness.”
